V. Peking the Incomparable 


William Ingraham Haven 


HERE is no city in the world like Peking. 

I can understand now why a brilliant 
friend of mine answered as he did when I asked 
him a year or so ago where he would spend 
the rest of his life if he had an ample in- 
come and could live where he pleased in the 
world and he immediately replied, ‘Peking.’ 
Somehow, it satisfies the imagination. It is 
immense. Itis ample. It is crowded but it 
is also spacious. It seems aloof. It has gath- 
ered to itself rulers from a great continent. 
It sends out its influence throughout Asia. 


Its wide avenues are teeming with traffic— - 


but the traffic is oriental, not as in Tien Tsin, 
which is a European city. 

Its palaces with their imperial yellow tiles 
are not out of keeping with the new Republic, 
set as they are in the great park-like enclos- 
ures of the once Forbidden City. Like our 
own Washington, there is room for the head- 
ship of a republic in this capital city. 

The Temple of Heaven, off miles away and 
yet right in the city—what a wonderful sight 
‘it is—the white marble steps and marble ter- 
‘races up to the great white marble platform

open to the sky. All about are the forests 
and all about is the city, enclosing forests and 
palaces and crowded streets and vast popula- 
tions. This altar open to the heavens where 
the God of Heaven has been worshiped cen- 
turies upon centuries—it reacts upon the mind 
as no cathedral I have ever seen. 

And the people, too, are tall and impressive. 
They overawe you. I felt in the dining room 
of the hotel as if I was being waited upon by 
grenadiers. Men, men, everywhere men! 
Few women are seen on the streets, few in 
the shops, and few children. It is so different 
from Japan. One would hardly think these 
races could be on the same side of the world 
and so near to each other. 

It was a strange experience, coming out of 
Indian summer in Korea into the icefields of 
Manchuria in a few hours; up over the Yalu 
where the Japanese won their mighty vic- 
tories to Mukden and out from the warm 
comfort of the train to midwinter—everyone 
in furs, ice and snow everywhere. 

And then the long all-day ride on a Chinese 
railroad, so indifferent compared to the fine 
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equipment of the Japanese line, though, truth 
to tell, the cooking was better. Southward 
to the Great Wall which here comes down to 
the sea at Shan-hai-Kwan. It is an experi- 
ence of a lifetime, to go out in the 
early morning onto this great wall 
and see it climbing the mountains, 
almost like a living thing, and fol- 
low it with the mind to the west- 
ern borders of Mongolia, twenty- 
five hundred miles away. 

We are not yet at Peking. We 
have another day of travel over 
these far-stretching plains of Chili 
—here and there flooded like a 
great lake, here and there given 
over to vast areas of grave 
mounds, as if marked by the ray- 
ages of some fell disease. I know 
of no landscape I have ever seen 
in all the world so depressing as 
these interminable distances of 
graves and graves and graves. 
These flooded regions mean pov- 
erty and distress—crops gone and 
people starving. Great engineer- 
ing schemes are being planned to alleviate 
this peril. Will they ever be carried out? 

But now we are in Peking, and not in 
those great plains stretching away from it 
in every direction, over which the camel 
trains find their way and the Peking carts 
and innumerable foot farers from all over 
China. 

Here, as in the great city everywhere, large 
enterprises are centered; and among them the 
enterprises of religion and of peculiar in- 
terest to us the missionary enterprises, not by 
any means the least. 

Right on one of the busiest corners on one 
of the main arteries of the city—Hata Men 
Street—we have a frontage of over one hun- 
dred feet. Here a fine building should be 
erected at once to house our rapidly increas- 
ing work in North China. On the property 
in the rear, in humble quarters Mr. Strong, 
our most efficient sub-Agent, lives and con- 
ducts his work. Here with Dr. Hykes, our 
master-mind in China, I went over all the re- 
ports of a circulation of a million copies of 
the Scriptures in this sub-Agency alone for 
the year 1914. Here it was that the Chinese 
gentleman bought 5,000 copies of the New 
Testament last year, in one order, to give to 
his friends. He directed that a letter printed 
in silver printing should be prepared to ac- 
company each volume. President Yuan Shi 
Kai wanted him to accept a government posi- 
tion, but he said he preferred to devote his 
time and wealth to the spiritual strengthening 
of his people. We should have a building

‘the table are Bibles and manuscripts. It is 
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here commensurate with the great opportuni- — 
ties opening before us. 

But jump into a ’rikshaw and tuck your 
steamer rug about your knees and go with 


me across the city in and out of the maze of — 
streets until you come to the ever-present 
gateway that leads you behinda screen placed 
to keep the evil spirits from entering; they 4 
can only go straight ahead, strange idea 
when we think of evil paths as crooked. 
You can outwit them, however, by turning a 
corner into a courtyard, an enclosure thirty — 
to forty feet square with rooms about it, and 
behind that another similar enclosure with 
rooms about it and in some instances other 
courtyards behind with more rooms and so 
on. This home that we have come to visit 
stops with the second courtyard. It’s a ducal 
palace, the abode of one of the favorite ladies 
of the court of the Dowager Empress. 

In that room on the right a committee is at 
work about a table. Dr. Goodrich sits at the 
head of the table, Dr. Aiken is on one side, 
Dr. Spencer Lewis on another, and Mr. Baller — 
on another, and between them are Chinese 
gentlemen, their co-laborers. All about on

the Mandarin Committee at work. They have © 
just finished the fifty-ninth chapter of Isaiah © 
and are making a revision that will give the :

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‘The old Mandarin version had many of the 
maracteristics of a paraphrase. This is an

This version will be a dynamo of power, 

the effect of which it will be impossible to 

-ompute. All missionaries bear tribute to its 
mense value in their work. 


HE year 1914 in the Korea Agency has 
. been one of remarkable progress and the 
sales have exceeded all expectations. The total 
»irculation is more than two and a half times 
zreater than in 1913, even though the 1913 
sirculation was more than double that of 1912. 
Mr. Beck’s encouraging report shows that 
the total circulation for 1914 was 458,694 as 
against 176,880 volumes in 1913, the total in- 
crease, therefore, being 281,814. This result 
has been obtained despite the ten per cent cut 
in appropriation and the greatest financial em- 
arrassments that have faced all classes in 
Corea during the past year. 
The average number of colporteurs em- 
loyed was 103 men and 20 Bible-women. 
eatiag others who are employed for a 
short period, 173 colporteurs and 29 Bible- 
‘women have been engaged in Scripture dis- 
‘tribution.

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Peking is the home of many missions, great 
schools and colleges and hospitals and Chi- 
nese churches more and more finding joy and 
strength in working in unity. I was im- 
pressed and greatly delighted to 
see such evidences of the breadth 
and sanity and catholicity of the 
leaders of our Christian forces. 

Fifteen miles out of Peking I 
visited the college at Tungchow, 
which is contemplating uniting its 
torces with the institutions in Pe- 
king in a reorganized Peking 
University. There I had the great 
pleasure of meeting Mrs. Shef- 
field and of being shown by her Dr. 
Sheffield’s study where he did 
such superb work on the Wenli ver- 
sion; and here also I met Dr. 
Arthur Smith and his wife, vet- 
eran Chinese missionaries. 

I must not attempt to name the 
many heroes of the Cross in this 
North China field to whom I am in- 
debted. I cannot omit, however, a 
mention of my visit to Dr. Martin, 
keen and alert though over ninety years of 
age, and my meeting with Dr. Wherry of the 
Wenli Committee, carrying his years of ser- 
vice with unflagging interest and enthusiasm. 

The Kingdom of God is surely advancing 
in these far lands. 


Remarkable Progress in Korea 


Of the total circulation 810 were Bibles 
and Old Testaments, 7,498 New Testaments 
and 450,386 portions. 

Under ‘‘ Manufacture’? Mr. Beck’s report 
shows also an unprecedented increase, for the 
number of volumes received from the presses 
in Yokohama and Seoul is given as 462,880 as 
against 182,185 in 1913, an increase of 280,695 
which is more than two and a half times as 
many as in 1913. 

Mr. Beck and others attribute the excellent 
result obtained in 1914 as in large measure 
due to the careful training of colporteurs in 
methods of work. Mr. J. T. Hooker, from 
Wales, now in the United States for further 
study, gave much of his time to this work. 

Good progress was made by the Board of 
Revisers, with the result that the following 
portions were issued during 1914 for the first 
time—Proverbs and Acts in Eunmun, and in 
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the Mixed Script, Matthew, Luke, John and 
the Acts, all in No. 5 type and all were 
printed in Seoul. 

The following extracts from the report of 
Mr. Beck and his co-workers will be found of 


deep interest. 

The year 1914 has closed with perhaps 
greater financial embarrassments facing all 
classes in Korea than have been faced by so 
many at any similar period in our history. 

But our past year has exceeded all expec- 
tations in the sale of Scriptures. The two 
Japanese colporteurs have done well, and the 
Korean colporteurs have done better than ever 
before, both collectively and in the record 
made by individual workers. 


The Value of the Korean Colporteur 


Mr. J. T. Hooker, from Wales, formerly 
with the Salvation Army in Korea, has been 
in charge of the colporteurs during the year, 
training individuals, and making a number of 
tours through the country with different 
groups. Feeling the need of better prepara- 
tion, at the close of the year Mr. Hooker 
went to America. We greatly appreciated 
Mr. Hooker’s work, and he was well received 
by both the Koreans and the missionaries. 
He has furnished us the following, under 
the title ‘‘The Value of the Korean Colpor- 
teur’”’: 

‘““The Korean colporteur as we seehim going 
from place to place is a servant invaluable to 
both Bible Society and church; furthermore, 
for real aggressive evangelistic work he is ab- 
solutely indispensable. He goes forth carrying 
the Word of God in a large bag made for the 
purpose; with the load of life on his back he 
goes forth to preach the irrefutable, life-giv- 
ing, wonder-working power of the Lamb of 
God. Burdened with a passion for Christ and 
souls, he feels he must tell the message to all. 

‘Tn his travels he meets many who become 
interested in the Word of God, ‘ the Jesus Doc- 
trine.’ When this happens he takes their 
names, following them in their growth until 
they finally decide to become believers in 
Christ. 

‘“When I go out to a new group of colpor- 
teurs, these are gathered from various coun- 
ties to a large center. Here we meet togeth- 
er for the first few days, giving instruction 
and discussing the why and wherefore of 
salesmanship, taking into consideration the 
conditions which confront us locally. While 
the principles to all intent are practically the 
same, conditions are such that we have to 
comply with them rather than make a hard and 
fast rule of our working method. 

These various sessions of instruction are 
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intermixed with Bible study, after which we 

go out to demonstrate all that has been said 

during the preceding days. Our method is 

not by any means original, but what we teach 

is the way to get the attention, interest, de- 

sire and resolve of every individual we talk 

to. Of course the first three are not difficult 

to obtain, but it depends much on the colpor- 

teur himself as to the fourth. And the one 

who can successfully lead his man right 

through the four is the indispensable sales-. 
man of Korea. To arrive at this fourth stage 
the mind must pass through the first three, 

step by step, as separate and distinct opera- 

tions.” 

Our colportage work has greatly increased — 
during the year, and there is abundant evi- 
dence showing how greatly the work has been 
appreciated. A number of communications 
from officers in the Salvation Army tell of 
the success of the work. Staff Captain Wil- 
fred E. W. Twilley sends the following: 


Salvation Army—the Bible-woman 


“Perhaps one of the greatest needs in Ko- 
rea is that of someone to enlighten the minds _ 
of the women in things pertaining to God and _ 
his Word. Our Bible-women, supported by 
the American Bible Society, show an amount 
of zeal in their work and at least in some 
cases give great cause for gratitude by the 
success that is attained. City work is hard 
and the people in many cases all but inaccess- 
ible, while in the country there is a trustful- 
ness most pleasing to be observed, and the 
Bible-woman who shows an amount of love 
for her sisters is greeted as ‘A mother in 
Israel.’ ”’ é 

Captain Lord tells us that in Songdo the 
Bible-woman, Kim Wool Ma by name, is one 
of the most earnest workers he has met, con- — 
stantly visiting and praying with the women — 
and bringing them into the light. | 

Ensign Henry J. Gay writes as follows: 

Colporteur Yi Sang Man was sent to visit . 
a district where we previously had but very 
little work. Going into most of the villages 
he was able to dispose of many Gospels and. 
at times do some wayside preaching. The 
most interesting thing about his visit, how- 
ever, was that at one village he gathered to-— 
gether six young men, raw in heathenism but | 
with a desire to learn all about the teaching 
of Jesus, and after listening to the teaching 
of the colporteur they decided to become be- 
lievers and purchased Gospels and Testa-— 
ments. From that time on we have had n : 
cause but to rejoice in this colporteur’s work, 
for now instead of six believers we have fifty- 
two men and twenty-three children, a nice 
hall with an average attendance of 200 on < 
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Sunday and 100 during the week. This vil- 
lage, Yi Chon by name, has now become a 
place of Christian worship largely through 
the faithful work of Yi Song Man, and in No- 
wwember last they received recognition as a 
Salvation Army Corps.”’ 

The Rev. C. T. Collyer, of the Southern 
Methodist Mission at Wonsan, sends the fol- 
lowing report: 

‘*In the best of places colportage is not 
easy work. But when the colporteur has to 
travel through a sparsely settled and rough 
:section it is specially hard work. Again and 
-again I have been delighted to see your men 
come back with smiles on their faces. They 
could tell you of long, long, weary tramps 
‘over rough mountains where often they do 
not see a living being in a half-day’s journey ; 
yyet never a word of complaint. Wading 
tthrough knee-deep snow, tramping along 
‘when the sun’s rays are so hot as to be al- 
most unendurable, it is always just the same; 
:so long as they can carry the Gospel to sin- 
imers they are happy in their work. 

“The population is sparse and widely scat- 

‘tered throughout this district. I doubt wheth- 
er within the bounds of the district there are 
as many as five villages having 100 houses 
apiece. ‘Twenty to thirty houses is about the 
average. And the houses in some of the vil- 
lages are so scattered that a distance of five 
miles between farthermost houses is not un- 
usual. The sale of 11,389 copies of Scripture 
portions within eleven months by five men 
proves that the American Bible Society col- 
porteurs in this district have been working 
hard and faithfully.” 

We want to thank the American Bible So- 
ciety for generous co-operation in our ardu- 
ous work. What measure of success we meet 
with is in very large measure the result of the 
colporteur’s efforts. It is our prayer that the 
eleven thousand books sold shall reap a har- 
vest of souls. 

In July the Rev. F. K. Gamble, of Songdo, 
wrote as follows: 

“Tt has been my lot to superintend the 
work of two American Bible Society colpor- 
teurs during the past few months, one begin- 
ning in February and the other in March. 
The work of these two men has been such as 
to make it a pleasure to direct them and re- 
ceive their reports. 

“One of these men, Chun Pyung Un, has 


sold 3,035 books during five months, an aver- 


age of over 600 a month. One month he sold 
1,233 books. This man had never worked as 
a colporteur before, but he has a genuine love 
for souls, a faith in the power of God’s Word, 
and a zeal in prayer that would put many 
older Christian workers to shame.” 
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The Rev. C. D. Morris, Superintendent of 
the Pyeng Yang district of the Methodist Mis- 
sion, writes as follows: “The work of the 
faithful conscientious colporteur is one of the 
great factors in the evangelization of a people. 
As it was said of old, ‘The entrance of Thy 
Word giveth light,’ and the colporteur is a 
light-bearer to the community in which he 
travels to sell portions of God’s Word. I am 
glad to add my testimony that the work of the 
colporteurs of the American Bible Society has 
been a real evangelizing agency, and this will 
be seen from a few incidents I have gleaned 
from the experiences of the colporteurs who 
make their headquarters in Pyeng Yang. 

‘“* An-Yung-Kook reports that while travel- 
ing in Whang Hai, during the tenth month, 
every house in a certain village bought at 
least one book, and family prayers were held 
with much zeal. He says that once when 
traveling in the mountains he preached to a 
man who was ill, and such peace came to 
the heart of the sick man as he read the 
Gospel to him that he exclaimed, ‘This is 
medicine.’ 

‘‘Ni Ssi Susanna reports some very inter- 
esting incidents. She went to a house and 
asked them to buy a Gospel. They answered, 
‘Would we too cast off our sin and become 
new people if we read your Book?’ They 
bought a New Testament, came to church, 
believed and gave in their names. 

‘“ She went to a new believer’s house and 
asked her to buy a Gospel. She bought a 
New Testament and reading it said, ‘I am very 
grateful for to-day I have received God’s 
Word and truth into my house.’ She then 
knelt down and prayed. 

“She says: ‘I went to one home where 
mother and daughter-in-law wished to believe 
and listened to preaching. They were anxious 
to buy a book, but the father-in-law hated the 
Jesus doctrine, and he ordered me not to sell 
books and preach, and not to sit in his house. 
He took the books, threw them out of the 
door, and told me to go. When I did the 
daughter-in-law followed and asked for a 
book. I gave her John’s Gospel and she be- 
came a Christian.’ ”’ 

The Rev. W.G. Cram, of Songdo, says: “I 
have had two colporteurs working under the 
American Bible Society in my district and 
have had more genuine satisfaction from their 
work than I have experienced from the work 
of colporteurs during my twelve years as a 
missionary. Their sole business has been to 
scatter the Scriptures and they have suc- 
ceeded admirably at it. They also have sold 
more Scripture portions per month than I 
have had sold before.”’ 

Not only have we sold more books than

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ever before in one year, but our work has tors were an inspiration, and these together 


been more satisfactory, and we believe more 
good has been done.

Religion at the Panama-Pacific Exposition 


RRANGEMENTS for the World’s Bible 
Congress at the Panama-Pacific Expo- 
sition are going forward. We are now able 
to announce that the Greek Church will be 
officially represented—not, indeed, as some of 
the newspapers have reported, by the pres- 
ence of three bishops, but by a paper officially 
representing the Synod of the Orthodox Greek 
Church in the Congress. 

Though the Turkish Empire is in the throes 
of war, the Synod of the Eastern Orthodox 
Greek Church met at Constantinople. The 
Patriarch of Constantinople informed the 
Synod that he had been invited by the Ameri- 
can Bible Society to take part in the Con- 
gress. The Synod cordially accepted, and 
named to act with him the Bishop of Nicea, 
the leading member of the Synod; the Bishop 
of Sardes, who is the Director of the Greek 
National College, and the Bishop of Seleu- 
ceia, the Director of the Theological Semi- 
nary at Halki. In hardly less warlike circum- 
stances, the Rev. Dr. Abraham Kuyper of 
Holland also accepted. He was once Prime 
Minister, and is now a senator and editor of 
an important journal. He was also the 
founder and first president of the University 
of Amsterdam. 

Prof. Benjamin B.Warfield of Princeton Sem- 
inary, a famous theologian, will write a paper. 
We hope for one also from Prof. Giovanni 
Luzzi of Florence, a reviser of the Italian Ver- 
sion; agents of the Bible Society in Constan- 
tinople, China and Siam, translators of the 
Bible into Spanish, Portuguese and Italian, 
and missionaries from many fields will also 
be heard.

looking young woman beckoned to us and said, 

I am going to ask you an impertinent ques- 
tion.” ‘“‘That is all right, what is it?’ ‘Why 
are you here? ‘This is the Woman’s Indus- 
trial Exposition and you are not a woman! ”’ 

Well, in the first place, we are here because 
we were asked to come. The management 
came after us and urged us to take a part. 
Then we believed that it 
would afford publicity to 
the work of our Society, 
and to the Book that we 
are seeking to distribute.” 
“Do you think that women 
need the Bible?”’ “‘Isthere 
anyone who does not? If 
there is any group of indi- 
viduals who have reason 
to be grateful for the influ- 
ence of the Bible it is the 
women. Look in the coun- 
tries where the influence of 
the Bible is small and see 
the condition of woman!”’ 
“Tt is not very happy cer- 
tainly! But you are com- 
mercializing the Bible!” 
“What do you mean by 
that. We are selling all 
our Scriptures at cost.” 
‘““That is true, but this is 
a commercial age, every- 
body is after the dollar and 
you bring the Bible right 
here into the midst of it 
all. You are lowering the 
Book.”’ ‘‘ Well, we are not 
afraid for the Bible. It can 
stand on its own feet. If 
it has not got a message 
for this hurrying, bustling, 
commercial age, and can- 
not bring comfort to those 
living in it, it is worthless. 
We are trying to take the 
Bible where the people are, 
and believe that if Jesus 
was now on earth that he 
would go where the crowds 
ate, just as he did two 
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thousand years ago.” ‘‘That is all right in 
theory, but we will wait and see how it works 
out. I am especially interested because I 
am an advertising woman, that is my busi- 
ness.” ‘‘Then we are especially interested 
to know what you think of our being here. 
Is ita good thing for us to come here? Do 
you think it good business on our part?’’ 
““Veg,’’? she said, “you will get what you 
came for.’’ 

Certainly at the close of seven days those 
in charge of the exhibit felt that they had got- 
ten what they went for. Not only the pub- 
licity for the work of the Society, but that the 
Book had been brought to the attention of 
very many to whom it was not familiar, and 
that many copies of the Word were taken 
away by those who were in need of its mes- 
sage. 

Seldom in all our experience in public 
places has there been so much of interest, or 
so much evidence of interest on the part of 
individuals. Christian friends again and again 
expressed their pleasure that we had brought 
our Bibles there, saying that even if we did 
not sell a single copy its very presence was 
bound to do great good. More than once the 
purchaser of one of our small volumes turned 
away saying that he had gotten the best five 
cents worth in the place. Those who were 
not accustomed to such an exhibition of the 
Bible were greatly surprised at the interest 
manifested, and looked on as though fascina- 
ted at the sight of the people two or three 
deep, before our stand, looking over the Scrip- 
tures in various languages and in the more 
familiar English tongue as well. 

Over seventeen hundred volumes were sold 
in the seven days. But this number can con- 
vey no adequate measure of the results ac- 
complished. 

A man eighty years old who had never 
had a Bible to read bought a copy of St. 
John, saying that he would read it, and, 
if interested, would get more of the Bible. 
Here was a woman as old, if not older, to 
whom the Bible was an absolutely unopened 
Book, who asked if the Four Gospels read 
alike, and went away taking a book of 
Acts with her. Then it wasa German woman 
who had never had a Bible because she 
thought they cost more than she could afford. 
She was delighted to find that she could get 
one for twenty-six cents, which she did, al- 
though even then she had only a quarter and 
her friend had to supply the remaining cent. 
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Another time it was a young Jew, who stood 
and talked with us for some time and prom- 
ised to attend a special service where the 


claims of the Messiah would be presented. 


A Roman Catholic stopped and bought a 


Gospel of St. John, asking whether we had 
the Catholic Bible and saying, “‘I think you 
would sell a great many if you had, for we 
Catholics get very little of the Bible except 


what we hear in church, and that doesn’t 


amount to much.”’ 

A Christian Scientist who at first declared 
that he didn’t want Christ, lingered and 
talked for a considerable time and when he 
went his way, cordially assented to our, 
‘‘Well brother, I don’t believe that you and I 
are so far apart after all.” 

One would not look for humor in selling 
Bibles, but the successful seller of the Scrip- 
tures must be able tosee the humorin many a 
situation, and mingle with it appreciation and 
sympathy for the conditions underlying it. 
One can but smile as he remembers the wom- 
an who bought a Bible and returning two days 
later said that that evening she had been mak- 
ing preserves and, while they were on the 
stove, she began to read her Bible and got so 
interested in the story of David that she let 
them burn. Another thought that it would 
be nice for the children to each have one of 
the little Gospels,and seeing a book of Psalms 
picked it up, saying, ‘‘ What is ¢#zs about ?”’ 
and turning to the fly leaf in her inquiry read 
aloud with utter lack of comprehension, Trans- 
lated from the original Greek. Another, look- 
ing for a moment at the display, said to her 
friend, ‘‘John has one like that. His father 
gave him one for his birthday, and I gave him 
a cocktail shaker.”’ 

It is in just such places as this that the Bible 
vindicates itself as the People’s Book. With 
piano players, jams, coffee, milk, toilet prepa- 
rations, candy and starch, pens and fancy 
boxes, cameras and modern toys, all around, 
the Bible holds its own and receives its full 
share of attention. 


At the previous Exposition where we 
also had an exhibit, a New York lawyer 


stopped to buy a Bible, saying, “‘It is only 


history, but I am ashamed to live longer in 


a Christian country without having one in 
the house.’”? While the management of the 


Exposition wrote us, at its close, “Your 


booth attracted probably as much attention 


as, if not more than, any exhibit at the Ex-- 


position.”’ 
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Notes and Comments 


HE war is making havoc near at home. 
Receipts from January to March, 1915, 
awere thirty per cent less than from January to 
\March, 1914; $40,780 against $58,301. More 
jominous is the fact that the receipts for the 
ssingle month of March, 1913, were thirty-nine 
wer cent less than for the corresponding month 
sof 1914; $18,884 against $30,507. The income 
is decreasing startlingly just as the Bible So- 
tciety is nearing its hundredth year; just as 
tthe war is creating a surprising but urgent 
idemand for Bibles, Testaments and portions 
ffor the soldiers; just as the solemnizing in- 
‘fluences of the war are turning the thought of 
tthe world to God and his Word.

-against $12,792. The churches gave $3,333 
‘less in the same period. And yet money is 
being spent on other than necessities. 


Tue sale of General Brayton Ives books, 
prints and art treasures just closed, the papers 
announce, has brought record prices. Prints 
alone sold for over $290. One afternoon the 
sales totaled over $96,000. Whistler’s “‘Noc- 
turne’’ was sold for $2,900, whereas his etch- 
ings hitherto have brought around $1,000. 
Money 2s available despite the war ! 

Beautiful and rare as are the treasures of 
the printer and the painter, can they compare 
with the Bible in power for good, strength 
for the weary, comfort for the sad, guidance 
for the wandering, hope for the hopeless ?

THE death. of Mr. William Bourne, on 
March 19, 1915, removes from the fellowship 
of the Society one of its oldest and most val- 
ued servants. 

Mr. Bourne became connected with the So- 
ciety on October 1, 1861. He afterward en- 
tered the service of the United States, enlist- 
ing in the navy where he served from 1863 to _ 
1864 and was ensign to Admiral Farragut, 
being on his staff at the time of the attack on 
the forts on the Mississippi. President Lin- 
coln fastened on Mr. Bourne’s breast with his 
own hand a medal of silver for his bravery. 
After the war was over he-returned to the | 
service of the Society, no doubt better fitted 
by his soldierly experience. He became the — 
order-clerk, holding that position until 1871, 
then was put in charge of the salesroom of 
the Society in the Bible House. This posi- 
tion he held from 1873 to 1915. 

Everyone knew him for a man of sterling 
integrity and high character. He outlived 
his wife who died in 1900 and one of his 
daughters who passed away a year after. 
He leaves behind him two daughters anda 
large circle of attached friends who will miss 
his presence and remember him for his faith- 
fulness in the performance of all his duties.

have received most touching letters from 
some of our brethren telling us with what at- 
tention the New Testaments are read by some 
of the soldiers on the front. The conscience 
of many a warrior awakens in the presence of 
death. One of our friends has told us of his 
experience as follows: “‘His company was 
stationed on a hill, when a German aeroplane 
flew over the spot, signalling their position. — 
The men were ordered to throw themselves _ 
on the ground, and soon the bombs and 
shrapnels fell upon them. All at once one 
voice after another rose to heaven from that ~ 
battlefield calling aloud upon God for mercy.”’ 
Where the heart has been broken by the fear — 
of judgment and eternity, the Word of Life % 
is often eagerly sought after. I have just re-— 
ceived a postcard from one of our brethren who | 
is stationed at Verdun. He wiites: “I am 
awaiting gospels or tracts or New Testaments F 
from you.

HE year opened auspiciously. Financial 
stringency and the baneful war closed 
it without the advance which has marked the 
previous years. However, energy, advertise- 
ments and appeals have,in large part, offset 
sadverse influences. Though only eleven col- 
}porteurs—just half the number used in 1913 
-—were in service, the circulation was only 
: 24,005 less than in 1913, being 213,812 copies. 
‘These colporteurs represented several nation- 
salities, 5 Americans being associated with 
a Swede, an Italian, a Bohemian, a Pole, a 
‘Hungarian, a colored man and a Hindoo. In 
|their territory—Pennsylvania, New Jersey 
,and Delaware—52 languages are in use; 
| 68,561 families were visited, 11,599 of them 
being found without Bibles. Those distrib- 
-uting the Scriptures traveled not less than 
50,000 miles during the year. A proper bal- 
ance in the distribution of time and effort 
between the larger centers and the rural dis- 
tricts has been sought and usually secured. 
The report of Dr. Eckard, the Agency 
Secretary, gives some of the work and events 
of the year. - 
Wm. E. Gladstone is quoted in one of the 
Reports of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety as saying, ““The Bible Society is hun- 
dred-handed and hundred-eyed.’’ The ex- 
pression is happy. Whether in one state or 
another, whether in urban or suburban dis- 
trict, the aim has been to give the Word to as 
many as could be reached, and this without 
needless intermission, and without narrow 
boundaries. The vocation of a colporteur is 
but slightly associated with the idea of the 
vacation of a colporteur. It is a type of 
effort, moreover, that has distinct discourage- 
ments. Besides being continuous, it is most 
exacting. Difficulties are constantly encoun- 
tered, and sometimes dangers. Of these dif- 
ficulties one involved

as reported by the recipient. He asked a WO- 
man if she would buy aBible. She ‘took a stick 
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Prague, Austria, that 20,000 Gospels have 
been printed as ordered, and are doing much 
good among the soldiers. One-third of all 
the men in the congregations of the Ameri- 
can Board are at the front. Some have fallen, 
some are in hospitals, some are in prisons, 
even in Siberia. There are many privations 
and great sufferings, and what they dread 
most is that the warm weather may bring 
disease.

A Pole and a Priest 


A colporteur had sold a Bible to a Pole. A 
priest finding it in the Pole’s house carried it 
away. When the Pole discovered his loss he 
applied to the colporteur for another copy of 
the Scriptures, saying that he would defend 
it against the priest with the broomstick, if 
necessary. But all are not so belligerent. 


A Mistress and a Maid 


A lady reading her Bible was asked by 
her Scandinavian maid if it were a story that 
she was reading. When the nature of the 
Book was explained, the girl desired a copy 
for herself. This led to the visit of the col- 
porteur and to the girl receiving a book that 
she learned greatly to value. 


Worthy of Imitation 


An official of one of our largest railroads, 
who is an active Christian, purchased twenty- 
five copies of the New Testament and placed 
them for sale, at cost price, where they could 
be seen and taken by employees of the com- 
pany. In a few weeks he had ordered over 
200 copies, the demand continuing as the in- 
formation was disseminated among the men 
that the Book could be had so conveniently 
and cheaply. Even in the midst of urgent 
business and of grave responsibilities, men 
cannot only offer the Bread of Life to those 
about them, but will discover in doing this 
that they are meeting a real want. 

Some glimpses may be taken of the work 
carried on by individual colporteurs. 


A Christian Hindu Colporteur 


Israel Moses Joy lived up to his name in 
the joyful and loyal prosecution of his work. 
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One incident will indicate his’ full conviction 
as to truth and duty, coupled with appropriate 
Christian audacity. The chief of police in 
one of our largest towns told him he must 
cease the distribution of the Bible. Declining 
to do so, he insisted on appearing before the 
mayor. Reaching his Honor’s presence, and 
the case having been stated by the police 
officer, Mr. Joy was called on for explanation. 
He gave a brief veswme of the work of. the 
American Bible Society to the mayor, and 
then said: “‘ You will note that this noble re- 
public, resting squarely upon the foundation 
stones laid by the revolutionary patriots, 
owes its existence to the principles of the 
Bible, a book which was suggestive to them 
of all that is involved in civil and religious 
liberty. It is that Book which I am distribut- 
ing.”’ What could any official do but smile 
benignly and say to the man, “‘Go on your 
way rejoicing, Israel Moses Joy.’’ There is 
no record of the emotions in the policeman’s 
mind. 

Mr. Joy reports meeting a gentleman born 
in Scotland, married in Ireland and living in 
Pennsylvania. He had been a Protestant, but 
had been induced by his wife to attend the 
Catholic services. When approached with 
the Bible, he pleasantly asked regarding Mr. 
Joy’s position. Mr. Joy explained his busi- 
ness and asked if he might speak with him 
briefly upon the claims of Christ. He ended 
his message with a repetition of the hymn 
beginning, ‘Oh, for a closer walk with God.” 
The man was very much touched by this un- 
usual message through the lips of a man from 
heathen India. He bought the Scriptures 
and subsequently became an active Christian, 
being now reported to be an earnest worker, 
living a consistent life, and sending word 
that he is striving to “brighten the corner 
where he lives.”’ 

Mr. Joy sets an example both in sincerity 
and in generous service to his countrymen by 
having purchased a large number of Scrip- 
tures with his own salary, and sending them 
to his own people in India. 


Work among Workers 


The Rey. A. M. Lewis, who had large experi- 
ence among the mountaineers of the South, 
has been giving himself especially to visiting 
mills and factories and places in which he 
could find a large number of working men 
and women. He has always been pleasantly 
received. During one month he sold almost 
one hundred dollars’ worth of Bibles, the peo- 
ple thanking him for bringing the Bibles to 
their notice, saying that they had previously 
realized the need of such endeavor in their 
Anidst, but in their busy lives had not stopped

long enough to purchase Bibles for them- 
selves. Mr. Lewis thankfully mentions that 
he has been greatly helped by the co-operation 
and influence of Christian men and women 
with whom his lot has been cast. 


Large Figures and Encouraging Results 

That part of Pennsylvania which is west of 
the Alleghany range is organized into the 
Southwest Department, the Rev. J. Walker Mil- 
ler being Superintendent, with headquarters at 


Pittsburg. During the year he has distributed, — 


by sale and donation, over 13,000 beyond the 
previous year. The district is, in its indus- 
trial importance as well as in the character of 
its people, one of the most important sections 
of our land. 

The Rev. H. G. Harned, in charge of the 
Northeastern Department, with headquarters 
at Scranton, reports the most prosperous year 
in the history of the Society; 16,168 volumes, 
in many languages, were circulated, reaching 
a varied and needy population. The increase 
in sales is due in part to the great religious 
awakening following the “Billy Sunday” 
meetings which resulted in the formation of 
numerous Bible classes. 


Auxiliary Societies 
Thirty-eight Auxiliary Societies are very 


much alive and continue in profitable and ~ 


pleasant relation with the Atlantic Agency. 
Two of these celebrated their centennial dur- 
ing the year. 
held impressive and informing exercises. 
The Rev. Walter H. Waygood and the Agency 
Secretary, in response to an invitation, at- 
tended and participated. All the represen-

tative churches of the city sent their cler- — 


gymen and, in some instances, lay delega- 
tions. 

The Female Bible Society of Philadelphia 
also reached the end of its first century. The 


organization is the oldest of its kind in Amer- — 


ica. To say that it is as vigorous as during 
any portion of its past history is high praise, 
since its usefulness and success have always 
been marked. Closely allied to the Atlantic 
Agency, contributing largely to our revenue, 
and having its gathering place in our Bible 
House, we were especially glad to officially 
greet this auxiliary and wish it God-speed as 
it enters a new century of work. We honor 


the ladies for what they have done and pur-— 


pose doing. 


Two Foreign Centenaries 


During the summer the Agency Secretary at- 
attended the centenaries of two European Bible 
Societies—the principal Bible Society of Hol- 
land and the most important similar organiza- 
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ttion inGermany. He was enabled to see their 
<different methods of effort and derive benefit 
{thereby in some directions. And he was also 
«equally able to explain to the two Boards of 
1Management the working of our colporteur 
¢system in which they seemed truly interested 
¢and which they said they had not developed 
tto anything like the extent that we have in 
courcountry. They hoped, however, that they 
imight be able to introduce some of our lines 
(of work in their own locality. 

_ The Holland Society is very strong at Am- 
¢sterdam. It was the one hundredth anniver- 
:sary, and from all the world that was acces- 
‘sible to them they had gathered representa- 
itives—twenty in number. The impression 
‘conveyed to all present was the absolute loy- 
;alty of everyone who participated to the Word 
‘of God. Coupled with this was abundant 
‘testimony to the practical value resulting from 
its circulation both in Christian and so-called 
pagan lands. 

The German centenary was observed at 
Elberfeld. It was suggested there that at 
some not distant period an international con- 
ference on Bible work might be held in New 
York City or possibly at the national Capitol. 
The object of this would be to more intelli- 
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gently have the societies of different lands 
co-operate with each other so that in no in- 
stance would they overlap but in every case 
afford aid and encouragement. The impres- 
sion was decidedly made that the governing 
bodies of these two organizations were excep- 
tional men, deeply in earnest and anxious to 
honor God’s Word and accomplish through it 
the largest possible results in influencing the 
people whom they could reach. It is a sad 
reflection that where recently was amity and 
united effort these very nations, then gath- 
ered in peaceful discussions, are now in arms 
against each other. Much that was there 
planned will, at least for the present, be made 
impossible. But out of all that is happening 
God can yet bring to pass the accomplish- 
ment of his purposes, and when they are 
known and we enter into their fulfilment we 
will be enabled to see that ““He doeth all 
things well,’ and that out of evil he has 
evolved the greatest good. 

Let us hope that the international confer- 
ence, as proposed, may yet be a reality, 
and that all Bible societies acting in unison 
may lead the nations to enthrone in final 
power and authority him who is the Prince 
of Peace. 


Memorial Minute of the Board of Managers 


HE Society has suffered once more a 
great loss in the death, on February 11, 
1915, in his eighty-fourth year, of Mr. John 
L. Williams, one of its Vice-Presidents, elec- 
ted to the office in 1906, at the time the his- 
toric Bible Society of Virginia entered into a 
new relationship with the American Bible So- 
ciety, becoming the nucleus of its Atlantic 
Agency. The spirit and tradition of this ven- 
erable auxiliary found a concrete expression in 
the unique personality of Mr. Williams, who 
was for forty-one years a member of its Board 
of Managers, had been itsPresident, and was, 
at the time of his death, a member of its Ex- 
ecutive Committee. His father before him was 
one of the early members of the Board of 
Managers. 

Mr. Williams was born in Richmond in 
1831, of Scotch-Irish descent, and was a repre- 
sentative Virginian. His education was at the 
University of Virginia, which gave him his 
degree of Master of Arts, and he received also 
from Washington and Lee University the de- 
gree of Doctor of Letters. He was thorough- 
ly identified with the business interests of his 
native city and State and especially with the 
railroad development of the Atlantic coast. 
He studied law, was admitted to the bar and 


began the practice of his profession, but soon 
was drawn by natural qualification into bank- 
ing, becoming a member of a well-known 
banking firm before the Civil War. During 
the period of the war, he was a recognized 
financial leader, universally trusted. After the 
war was over, he established the banking 
house which bears his own name and is still 
conducted by his sons, all of whom are lead- 
ing men in their community, and one of whom, 
Mr. John Skelton Wiliams, is now the Comp- 
troller of the Currency of the United States 
and holds other distinguished positions. 

Mr. Williams himself, first alone and then 
with his sons, became a well-known figure 
among bankers and was referred to sometimes 
as the Dean of Richmond bankers. 

He was, however, better known as a Chris- 
tian, a Vestryman of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, zealous for her ordinances and 
their reverent administration, but not less 
known for the breadth and catholicity of his 
sympathies with all who profess and call them- 
selves Christians. For nearly fifty years, he 
was treasurer of the Diocesan Missionary So- 
ciety; for nearly forty years he represented 
his church in the Diocesan Council, and was 
twice a delegate to the General Convention. 
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He was President of the Southern Churchman 
company and, for a time, associated with its 
editorial management, and held many other 
positions which indicate the breadth of his 
sympathies and the great range of his powers. 
He was particularly interested in all that per- 
tained to the religious education of the colored 
people, showing his Christian love for them 
in many ways. He taught a Bible class for 
many years in the Monumental Episcopal 
Church, where he had been baptized when a 
child. This class was a fountain of life and 
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power to all who were privileged to sit at his 
feet and hear his unique exposition of the 
Scriptures. He was, in all his instincts and 
habits, a man of letters; to his latest years a 
devotee of the classics, especially Horace, 
whom he quoted with a rare felicity, and par- 
ticularly a student and a master in Shake- 
spearean lore, writing and lecturing from time 
to time, and in his conversation pouring out a 
flood of wit and wisdom. 

He married Miss Maria Ward Skelton, a 
great-granddaughter of Edmund Randolph, 
Washington’s close friend. His family of six 
sons and two daughters, and, at the time of his 
death, thirty-nine grandchildren, was a re- 
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markable expression of the highest type of 
American life. Literature, piety and a singu- 
lar glow of fervent love made an atmosphere: 
guite indescribable, and especially at the fami- 
ly altar, where morning and evening heled his. 
family into the Divine Presence. 

His election to the Vice-Presidency, bring- 
ing him into official relation with the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, had been preceded by many 
years of service in the Bible Society of Vir- 
ginia. It was his hand as much as any which. 
brought about and made successful the closer 
union between the two societies. 

The Board of Managers places on record 
its deep sense of loss in his death, and directs | 
that a copy of this minute be sent to his 
family.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE twelfth stated meeting of the Board 

of Managers of the American Bible So- 

ciety in its ninety-ninth year was held at the 

Bible House, Astor Place, New York, at 3.30 

p. m., Thursday, April 1, 1915, President 
James Wood in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
the Rev. Reese F. Alsop, D.D., who read a 
part of the fourteenth chapter of St. John’s 
Gospel, after which he offered prayer. 

The Committee appointed to draw up a min- 
ute regarding the life and work of the late 
Vice-President John L. Williams, of Rich- 
mond, Va., presented a memorial minute 
which was unanimously adopted and approved 
by a rising vote, with instructions to send a 
copy to the family of Mr. Williams. (See 
page 77). 

The Committee on Foreign Agencies re-. 
ported that the Rev. W. F. Jordan had suc- 
ceeded in visiting Mexico City, Vera Cruz, 
and other points on the Mexico border, but. 
found that he could reach those with whom 
he needed to communicate better from the 
United States than from any point in Mexico, 
as communication between different cities in 
that country is for the moment impossible. 
Mr. Jordan’s suggestion that he make San 
Antonio, Tex., his headquarters when prac- 
ticable, was approved. 

President Wood formally presented a report 
regarding his visit to the Panama Canal dur- 
ing the month of March. Further interestin y 
items were also mentioned and the Boare 
adopted a resolution of thanks and apprecia 
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tion to President Wood for his efficient and 
successful services. A resolution of hearty 
thanks to Gov. Goethals for his courtesy and 
generous assistance to President Wood dur- 
ing his visit to the Canal Zone was also unani- 
mously adopted. 

The Committee on Auxiliaries and Home 
Agencies reported that arrangements for the 
World’s Bible Congress were proceeding sat- 
isfactorily, and that the Patriarch of Constan- 
tinople had accepted an invitation to prepare 
a paper for the Congress ; also that a commit- 
tee had been appointed by the Synod of the 
Orthodox Eastern Church, including three 


_ leading Bishops of the Greek Church to co-op- 


erate withhim. Sufficient prominent men had 
agreed to prepare papers to guarantee the suc- 
cess of the Congress. 

The Rev. William H. Tower, Secretary of 
the Eastern Agency, was authorized to arrange 
for a Bible booth and exhibit at the Women’s 
Industrial Exposition, Grand Central Palace, 
New York, April 10-17. 

In accordance with the recommendation of 
the Committee of General Reference, the 
Board respectfully but strongly protested 
against the passage of the bill No. 756, of 
February 22, 1915, before the Senate of the 
State of New York, which bill proposes to 
tax the real property of any “corporation 
or association organized exclusively for the 
moral or mental improvement of men and 
women, or for religious, Bible, tract, etc., 
purpose. 

In accordance with the recommendation of 
the Committee, the Hon. Justice Charles E. 
Hughes, of the United States Supreme Court, 
John R. Mott, LL.D., Chairman of the Con- 
tinuation Committee of the Edinburgh Con- 
ference, the Hon. H. H. Seldomridge, of Colo- 
rado, and the Hon. Seth Low, of New York, 
were unanimously elected as Vice-Presidents 
of the American Bible Society. Mr. Henry A. 
Ingraham was elected a member of the Board 
of Managers. 

The Committee on the Centennial reported 
that the Rev. J. M. C. Darms, and the Rev. 
Charles E. Miller, representing the German 
Reformed Church, together with the Rev. 
Charles W. McCormick, representing the 
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Methodist Episcopal Church North, had been 
appointed as co-operating members of the 
Centennial Committee. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments through the Society’s Foreign 
Agencies during March, 1915: 

To Central America, 1,650 volumes, valued 
at $270.37; to Mexico, 1,860 volumes, val- 
ued at $173.94. Total, 3,510 volumes, valued 
at $444.31. 

Issues from the Bible House during the 
month of March were 235,829 volumes.
